Inspection of the figures given indioate the following prices: water pipe, 
HK $11-$16 per foot, or HK $4,000«$4,50Q per ton; coppe r bars, KK $1,150- 
$1,800 per ton; tires, HK $500- $1.1 50 apiece, Howe reported 
the price of copper in Maoao in mid-Co tober as HK $10,000 per ton, which 
makes the price given for the copper shipment on 26 Ootober (HK $1,150) 
appear to be in error. Possibly the figures for copper should be revised 
to HK $7,000-$ll,500 per ton. 
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
